The four major items enacted Into 


law by the last session of Congress, 
as outlined by Secretary Hoover, are 
as follows: 


First—Confirmation by the Sonate 


with Canada, which ;vas negotiated 
on the recommendation of the depart- 
ment with Canada two years ago, tut 
which ha'rt hitherto failed of confirma- 
tion. This treaty establishes a joint 
control with Canada over the halibut 
fisheries of the Pacific coast, in such a 
fashion as to prevent their continued 
depletion and destruction. 


Second—The enactment of the Alas- 


Ran Fisheries Conservatic-n bill,'pro- 
posed three years ago by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, by which the de- 
pletion of these fisheries can be con- 
trolled and through which they can 


. again be restored to their full produc- 
tivity. 


Third—Enactment of the Oil Pollu- 


tion bill, by which the pollution of 
coastal waters by oil burning and oil 
carrying ships will be prevented and 
thus the destruction of fisheries and 
oyster beds prevented. 


Fourth—The enactment of the Up- 


per Mississippi Game and Fish Re- 
fuge bill, through which ' the swamps 
of the upper Mississippi will be con- 
served for. flsh and game. 


The statement says that closer co- 


operation of state and federal-govern- 
ments in restriction of fishing is de- 
sirable, and should be had at an early 
date. ."The large 
accession 
to 
the 


numbers of game fishermen through 
the growth of automobile use has re- 
sulted in the marked depletion of the 
number of game flsh" it states. Secre- 
tary Hoover says that the shad fish- 
eries of the Atlantic coast have dim- 
inished nearly 75 per cent during the 
last 30 years, "due to the conflict of 


I policies between .states," and that the 
salmon fisheries of the Atlantic' coast 
have in the last 70 years been de- 
pleted 95 per cent. Such a condition 
renders federal co-operation with the 
states imperative, it is declared.
